The Michigan governor said 
the administration has been far 
too late in recognizing the infla­ 
tionary problem. He said the 
need for action now is partly the 
result of "unsound economic and 
fiscal policies." 


But all 11 governors indicated 
they v Quid try to trim spending 
wherever possible, as the Presi­ 
dent asked. 


WiUi Johnson standing nearby, 
Romney told newsmen "I indi­ 
cated I was quite willing to go 
back and do that,** — postpone, 
defer, 
impound

lines. 


Blame Policies 
Later, after Johnson had left, 
Romney 
said

President that If he, Romney, 
were asked what caused the 
need for measures of restraint 
now, he would say:

tion, but he also blamed ‘’un­ 
sound economic and fiscal poli­ 
cies." The governor said “recog­ 
nition of the inflationary prob- 
lem *eame) far too late" by 
the Johnson Administration. He 
questioned whether current ac­ 
tions to meet the problem were 
sufficent 
Asked if he favored a tax in­ 
crease, Romney said: “I think 
we should have had one earlier, 
certainly in the early part of 
this year.”

Wins In Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP> - Presi­ 
dent Johnson appears sure to 
have a 12th Cabinet officer soon 
— a secretary of transportation 
with fewer powers than the 
President recommended. 


The Senate approved creation 
of a department of transporta­ 
tion 61 to 2 Thursday. 


The House passed similar leg­ 
islation 336 to 42 on Aug. 30. 
Leaders said they expect no dif­ 
ficulty in working out a compro­ 
mise although the Senate ver­ 
sion includes the Federal Mari­ 
time Administration in the de­ 
partment and the House bill 
does not. 


The bill would bring into one 
department 
government 
poli­ 
cies, functions and operations 
now carried on by almost 100,- 
000 employes in 35 separate 
units. At present levels, it would 
have a $6.3 billion budget, fifth 
largest in the federal establish­ 
ment. 


The President has not indi­ 
cated whom he might name to 
the expected new Cabinet post.

Hess To Be Lone 
Spandau Prisoner 
After Midnight 


BERLIN (AP> — Two more of 
the Nuernberg trial war crimi­ 
nals go free at midnight tonight, 
leaving Rudolf Hess the only 
Nazi prisoner in West Berlin’s 
Spandau Prison. 


Baldur Von Schirach. the first 
leader of the Hitler youth move­ 
ment and later the Nazi gauleit- 
er of Vienna, completes a 20* 
Stu-1 year sentence for complicity in 


the murder of 50.000 Austrian 
Jews and providing slave labor 
for the German war effort. 


Albert Speer, a brilliant archi­ 
tect who ran the Third Reich’s 
armament industry, has served 
the same term for using slave 
labor and prisoners cf war in 
the Nazi production machine. 


WASHINGTON CAP) — The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
was one of the few big agcncies 
that escaped fund reductions in 
a 9234.6-million budget cut rec­ 
ommended today by the House 
Appropriations Committee in an 
omnibus money bill. 


The $2.36-billion measure pro­ 
vides financing for the State, 
Justice and Commerce depart­ 
ments and 13 smaller agencies 
for the fiscal year ending next 
June 30.

of representatives cf the poor. 
The present law calls only for 
"maximum feasible participa­ 
tion” by the poor. 


SAN FRANCISCO <AP>-Vol- 
unteer Negro patrols, wearing 
armbands provided by police, 
walked the streets of riot-shak- 
cn Hunters Point today in an 
experiment to prevent a racial 
truce from erupting into re­ 
newed violence. 


City police confined their aug­ 
mented patrols to the communi­ 
ty’s business thoroughfare. 


City officials had the coopera­ 
tion of federal authorities in 
their move to eliminate what 
they call the cause of the riots— 
Negro unemployment. 


San Francisco Mayor John 
Shelley, saying he realized he 
may be jeopardizing his public 
career, blamed racial discrim­ 
ination by labor unions and "ar­ 
chaic attitudes” of employer or 
management groups. 


Shelley appealed to all San 
Franciscans to get home by 10 
p.m. and stay there until 6 a.m. 


He stressed that he was not 
placing a curfew on the entire 
city but asking that all streets 
be cleared "so that at that in­ 
spirational time of dawn we can 
start work on a creative and 
cxciting program to cure our 
illness.” 


The mayor met 
with San 
Francisco Negro leaders and 
promised to talk with both labor 
leaders and private business­ 
men in an effort to increase mi­ 
nority opportunities in the city’s 
economic structure.

Council’s desire for him to take 
a second term as secretary-gen- 
cral of the United Nations. 


"That means he will stay.” 
one 
diplomat 
remarked. 
“I 
think he will not.” said another. 


The council after a 35-minute 
private meeting Thursday is­ 
sued a communique saying if 
Thant “should express willing­ 
ness to serve another term, it 
would fully meet the desires of 
the members of the council.” 
Thant later declined to tell 
reporters when he would come 
to some conclusion. He referred 
to his spokesman's statement 
and said: “That’s all I want to 
say for the moment.” 


Thant’s 
five-year term 
ex­ 
pires Nov. 3. He had decided not 
to offer himself far a second 
term. But on Sept. 19 he told 
newsmen 
he would 
consider 
staying until the General As­ 
sembly concludes at the end of 
i the year.

raids against North Vietnamese 
forces fighting U.S.

just south of the demilitarized 
zone. 


The B52s unloaded tons of 
bombs on infiltration routes, 
and supply and assembly areas 
for the Communists fighting on 
the southern edge of the zone 
dividing North and South Viet 
Nam. 


One raid hit 20 miles south­ 
west of Dong Ha. now a major 
base for Marines battling North 
Viet Nam's 324B division in Op­ 
eration 
Prairie. 
The 
other 
bombing attack was made 18 
miles northwest of Dong Ha. 


The two raids came less than 
12 hours after Marine artillery, 
mortars 
and 
napalm 
rained 
down on a Communist com­ 
mand i>o t in a valley a mile 
and a half below the demilitar­ 
ized zone. The Marines occupied 
the post and found 51 North 
Vietnamese bodies. 


U.S. forces tn Viet Nam rose 
to 317,500 today with the arrival 
of 2,500 more men — most of 


them support units — of the 4th 
Infantry Division. U.S. forces in 
Viet Nam now outnumber the 
317.000 men which South Viet 
Nam’s regular army claims by 
500, although the South Viet­ 
namese also claim to have near­ 
ly 
400,000 
militiamen, 
local 
forces and the like. 


U.S. planes flew 126 bombing 
missions over North Viet Nam 
Thursday, and pilots claimed 
damage or destruction to 52 
barges, 13 bridges, nine antiair­ 
craft sites and eight buildings. 
Three of the antiaircraft sites 
were in the Dong Hoi area and 
contained 24 guns.

The return of the yellow perch 
to Lake Erie and the increased 
catch there was impressive: To 
48.6 million pounds in 1965, up 
by more than 10 million pounds 
from the year before.

Superior catch 
amounted to 11 million pounds 
in 1965, the smallest amount 
since the early 1920’s. 


The Great Lakes Commis­ 
sion also reported on the decline 
in precipitation over the Great 
Lakes basin for the first seven 
months this year, down 15 per 
cent from a year ago. 


Lake levels this year, how­ 
ever, have continued upward 
compared with a year ago, at­ 
tributed largely to last year's 
gain in rainfall and to continu­ 
ing increased flow from ^.«ke 
Superior into the lower lakes.
